; A school is a building that we usually don't think 
of in the ordinary sense of the word, but if we would give 
it some thought we might realize that our own Central 
School has quite a history behind it. 


In the years 1921-1922 our school was being built, 
and by the following year it was well in use. It was 
built at a cost of $72,000.00, and would probably cost 
much more than that today. 


In the past years it has been improved a little with 
low pressure steam instead of hot air heat, and has new 
floors in the rooms. 


At first when the school was built only 12 rooms 
were in use. Later they used 16. Now we have put in two 
more rooms, and still it is crowded, 


You probably have the impression that it is a brick 
building, but it isn't, It is a frame building with brick 
veneer on the outside. 


Not only does our school have an interesting history, 
but many well-known Seaside people have graduated here, 
A partial list of them includes Postmaster Roland Berry; 
Dairyman Bill Pomrose; Fred Wheatley; Chester West; Bob 
Gassner; Douglas Hurd; Father Joseph Spear, Proffessor at 
Mt. Angel; Vern Raw; Ted Dichter Jr.; and many others too 
numerous to mention. 


You people who started to school here the first year 
are probably now about thirty=three yeats old; and you 
first graduates in the class of '23 must be around forty 
now, We know many of you now have children going to school 
here, 


The school was built in 1922, just after the lst 
World War, Since then it has seen many interesting things 
in our country's history -- the big depression; a Second 
World War, in which many Central graduates served, and some 
killed; finally the end of the war, and the present time 
of world unrest; and poor old Central finds it has outgrown 
itself, and next year share its kids with another building. 


The old school will still be a school, though, and we, 
who now join its long list of alumni wonder just what other 
changes it will see before it is finally done.
